" Among the 1,752 pupils who have 
been connected with this Institution 
only 14 are the offspring of deaf-mute 
parentage." 

Mr. Wm. A. Knapp is quoted as 
saying that "he and bit father agree 
with Prof. Hell that deaf-mutes 
should not be allowed to intermarry ;" 
also that "in his experience the 
majority of deaf-mutes who inter- 
married had children who were so 
afflicted." Again, Mr. Knapp said 
that "this rule that the children of 
deaf and dumb arc deaf unites is not 
without exceptions. Then; are many, 
but the rule in an Prof. Bell has 
slated — the majority are deaf and 
dumb." I have shown above that the 
assertion that I'rof. IJell has made 
such a statement is an error. The 

statement itself also is not true. 

It is presumable that Mr. Knapp's 

experience is largely in Baltimore 

city. He should be well acquainted 

with the facts. My experience' does 

ord with bin. I have personal 

knowledge oi sixteen families now 

living in Haltimore city in which both 

parents are deaf unites. In four of 

ami lies the re have beep nobirths. 

The remaining twelve have produced 

r-nine Children, In nine of these 

families, with twenty-three children 
in all, there has not, been one deal 
Child. In the remaining three families 
there have been three deaf-mutes and 

two others, fre#y young children, are 
probably deaf. Allowing that the 
tWO doubtful cases are deaf, we have 
from tlu-se marriages five deaf-mute 

children,' and twenty-three who heat 

and speak. Three marriages which 

produced deaf children, thirteen which 
lid not. This comes very far short oi 

i majority, or of establishing a" rub;" 

"that the children of tin- deaf and 
dumb are deaf-mutes." I have been 
pretty well acquainted with the deal- 
mutes of Haltimore for twenty years, 
md if there are other families which 
ihould be included in the above I do 
not know it.

Should Death claim hini he 
will be greatly missed by many of the 
unfortunate 01 the State, for whom he 
has worked in and out of season. 
For the deaf of Ohio he has evinced 
great inte/CSt, and many <>f the older 
graduates of the institution during the 

administrations of Dr. (J. O. Kay and 

Mr. C. S. Perry, will remember his 

frequent visits to the school and the 
interest he displayed in their behalf. 
At the meetings of the Alumni As- 
sociation. Dr. Byers generally made it 
a point to be present, and not bine; 
seemed to give him greater pleasure 
than to mingle and converse with its 
members, he having a good command 
of the finger alphabet with which to 
carry on his eonversal ion, vv bile among 
the addresses delivered at the meet- 
ings none breathed with more 
words of sympathy and interest than 
his. All will remember his ardent 
attachment for Kennie Shaw, who for 

many years was bed-ridden and almost 

helpless. Whenever duties called 
him to Steubenville, Hennie's home, 
he made it a point to call on him, and 
no one vv as a more welcome visitor.
